Purchased  By 
I   Mrs.  Hoover 


'^irs.  A.  D.  Jones,  proprietor  of  an 
antique  shop  six  miles  north  of  here 
on  Alexandria  pike,  has  sold  a  Lin- 
coln relic,  a  rosewood  settee  that 
was  used  in  the  M'hite  House  at  the 
time  Abraham  Lincoln  was  Presi- 
dent, to  Mrs.  Herbert  Hoover. 

Mrs.  Jones  bought  two  pieces  ot 
furniture,  a  settee  and  chair  that 
had  been  used  in  the  Whit©  House 
i  at  the  time  Lincoln  was  President 
■  from  descendants  of  George  Watton, 
a  U.  S.  Patent  Office  employe  dur- 
ing   Lincoln's    administration.  Mr. 
Watton  obtained  the  articles  from' 
the  White  House  while  in  Washing- 
ton. Mrs.    Jones    read    articles  in 
newspapers  about  Mrs.  Hoover  fit- 
ting   up    the    Lincoln  room  in  the 
White  House,  and    sent    her  photo- 
graphs of  the  two  articles  of  Lincoln 
furniture  that  she  owned.  Mrs  Hoov- 
er ordered  the  settee.  Along  with! 
the  furniture,   Mrs,  Jones  sent  to! 
the  wife  of  the  President  affldavltsi 
establishing  the  fact  that  the  article 
1^1$:  Jm.  hej;,  was  genuine.
